1 will bring together many of the most 
noted statesmen and educators of the 
south.

improvement * of the 
rural 


school is admittedly the greatest pres- 
ent educational need. For years the 
commissioner of education and a con- 
siderable portion of the bureau's force 
have devoted more energy and atten- 
tion to propaganda bearing on rural 
school betterment than to any other 
single task. One of the agencies em- 
ployed by the bureau in this work 
has been a series of conferences held 
in various sections of the country 
-during the past five years. _The first 
meeting ^was-ieM in Chicago in 1914, 


, the second at Nashville, 1915; during 


1917-18, meetings were held in Lin- 
coln, Nebr.; Philadelphia; Rock Hill, 
N. C.; St. Paul, Minn.; Hot Springs, 
Ark.; ' Denver, Colo.; Chico, Calif.; 
"Washington, D. C., and Stevens Point, 
Wis. 
These conference attempt to

part of the school property. 


5. An all-year school session adapt- 


•ed to local conditions. 


6. A county library with branch li- 


braries at the centers of population, 
the public schools to be used as dis- 
tributing centers. 


7. Community 
organizations 
with 


the school as the intellectual, indus- 
trial and social center. 


8. A high school education for all 


country boys and girls without sever- 
ing home ties in obtaining that educa- 
tion. 


fl. Such readjustment and reforma- 


tion of the course of study in elemen- 
tary and secondary rural schools as 
will adapt them to the needs of rural 
life. 


10. The need of federal aid in public 


•education. 


11. The elimination of illiteracy. 
12. Americanization of all citizens 
through a better civic and patriotic 


instruction. 


The Daytona^ conference promises 


It will 
consider the best ways and means for 
the successful solution of each of the 
foregoing 12 problems, and in addition 
thereto several other important prob- 
lems, the proper solution of which 
will greatly improve country schools 
and country life.

The war is over and while economy and 


thrift are virtues that should continue commensurate with a 
standard of decent living, there is no'rsason for the enforced 
denial by the people of much, needed food and clothing. 
To 


keep the public from clamoring for a return to normal condi- 
tions a propaganda is being conducted predicting a much 
greater rise in prices during the next three or six months, while 
the public is informed that oj?e or more yeafs must elapse be- 
fore prices will decline. 


Naturally the question is asked by the consumer, why 


should prices continue to. soar when the war is over? It,is well 
known that there is abundance of food of every kind in the 
country. 
The farmer is receiving a fair price for his products, 


but nothing like what the consumer pays for the same. Florida 
cattle in the Jacksonville market are quoted as follows: Steers, 
$6 to $12.50 per 100 pounds; bulls, $5.50 to $7; yearlings, 
S5.50 to $6; heifers, 85.75 to $6.75; cows, $5.25 to $6.50. Yet 
in the local markets some cuts command as high as 50 cents 
per pound, while the cheaper cuts vary from 15 to 25 cents. 


Mutton, the Florida product, is local markets commands 


as high as 50 cents per pound for some cuts, while the western 
sheep are selling in Chicago markets for $15 to $16.75 per 
hundred pounds. 
The Florida sheep are bought at much 


lower prices than the western, but the prices are as high as the 
consumer can be forced to pay. 


What is profiteering? 
Is it not an exhorbitant profit? 


Who is profiteering on meat,, the packers, the wholesalers or 
the retailers? The packers in their advertisements claim thaf 
they make less than one cent per pound on meats, their main 
profits coming from what would be waste products if not 
utilized. 


Clothing has increased to about double during the last 


18 months. This is not suprising, as the government com- 
mandeered the stocks of wool and large tailoring establish- 
ments to supply the troops with uniforms. The same is true of 
shoes, but with the latter only the best leather was used and no 
shortage was occasioned, as the rest was available for the civil- 
ian population-. 
We hear that clothing and shoes will con- 


tinue to rise in price during the next several months or year. 
Why should this be? 
The government is making no more uni- 


forms. The enormous supplies of wool held for that purpose 
are being released and the usual supply of wool is still coming 
in. Great quantities of wool in Australia and South America 
that were stored during the war are now available. 
No valid 


reason for advance in prices can be given, neither can any 
excuse be offered for holding the high prices where they are 
now.. 
Profiteers and speculators are amassing fortunes by 


upholding and advancing prices and they will continue to do 
so until the long suffering public turns in desperation. 


Selfishness is a trait of human nature, and history shows 


that in all ages men take advantage of the situations that offer 
to fleece the public. They have had a golden opportunity of 
late and their avarice is so deep-rooted that they can not bear 
to give the public a square deal now that the war is over. 


The press of the nation should wage a relentless war on 


the profiteer, be he producer, speculaetor, manufacturer, 
wholesaler or retailer. A continuance of the present burden- 
some prices will lead inevitably to trouble, as millions of people 
are sorely oppressed, by an oppression that they do not have 
to submit to.

pany to remedy them.

negotiate the canal at Boca Ratone,

here, and one or two houseboats with 
iight draught have been able to get 
through with much difficulty. 


Mr. Hancock has received the fol- 


lowing letter from the attorney gen- 
eral: 


"I have just received a letter from 


M. Cooper of Jacksonville, repre- 


sentative of the canal company, who 
informs me that the work is now pro- 
gressing with as much rapidity as pos- 
sible for the opening up of the canal 
at Boca Ratone. 
I certainly appre- 


ciate your bringing the condition of 
this canal to my attention heretofore 
and I trust that you will keep me in- 
formed as to its condition in the fu- 
ture. 


"I am contemplating a trip through 


this canal within the next two weeks, 
beginning at Miami and passing up 
all the way through to Jacksonville. I 
will be glad if one of your represent- 
atives can take this trip with me."

C. F. Myers, alias Sams, who was. 


the chief of the crowd arrested after 
negotiating with Max Carl, the Cleve- 
land tourist who was to make $200,- 
)00 from his twenty, had on his per- 
son two certificates of deposit on a 
New York bank , one for ?20,000 and 
another for $63,000, according to post- 
office inspectors who worked on the 
case. 
If this money is attached by 


men who have been swindled and can. 
prove Myers was in on the job before 
he can get the money "out of sight," 
it is said that the amount of the 
osses up to the amount of the cer- 
:ificates can be recovered.

up with Carl's ?20,000, was exposed to 
larl minus the greenbacks on top 
and bottom. 


Carl 'wired his partner, named. Van- 


derventer, in Cleveland telling him 
to get him ?20,000 immediately and 
that he had to have it. He mailed a 
power of attorney to dispose of a 
block of shares in a wire manufactur- 
ng company and told Mr. Vandervent- 
er to see a close friend, a banker at 
Anderson, 
ind., Mr. Veriuillion, to 


help him raise the $20,000 The two 
friends got together up north, decid- 
ed that something was crooked and 
grabbed the first traint south, in the 
meantime leaving a wire to be sent 
saying that the draft for $20,000 was 
in the mails. 


They reached 
St. Augustine, ac- 


companied 
by three 
postoffice in- 


spectors and a deputy United States 
marshal, picked up in Jacksonville, 
Friday, after the sextette had spejt 
Thursday night at work putting to- 
gether the various clues and getting 
ready their scheme of action, while 
the tappers were sleeping serenely 
in contemplation of cashing that $20,- • 
000 draft the next day. 


Carl went to the postoffice and

Searching for Major T. C. McAuley, 


six big army airplanes passed over 
New Smyrna Monday afternoon, go- 
ing north.

al flight from San Diego, Calif., start- 
ed the return flight to San Diego Sat- 
urday, lie left Arcadia with the in- 
tention of making his first landing'at 
Americus, Ga., but instead of taking 
a northeast course he flew due east 
toward the coast, due to much smoke 
from burning prairies. After leaving 
Arcadia nothing was heard from him 
up to Monday, when six big biplanes, 
in command of Lieut. Fred Austin, 
started in search of him. 


The army planes took the course 


they supposed Major McAuley would 
take and spread out to cover a wide 
territory, coming together again just 
west and south of New Smyrna, and 
all proceeding to Daytona/ where a 
suitable landing could be found. None 
of the aviators saw any trace of the 
missing major, but after arrival at 
Daytona, word was received that the 
missing aviator had reported to Ar- 
cadia, saying he had Been forced to 
make a landing on the bank of a canal 
in the Everglades Saturday afternoon 
and had then proceeded to Port Laud- 
erdale.

some trouble near Titusville and were 
forced to land.

Just when the trials 
will be made has pot been announced, 
but it will likely be within a couple of 
weeks. 


Burman made the world's records 


for three distances, mile, kilometer 
and two miles, and these records still 
stand. DePalrna declares he can and 
will break them. The trials will be of- 
ficially timed by the American Auto- 
mobile association. 


DePalma's efforts will be made In a 


new Packard twin six racer equipped 
with an airplane motor, which is said 
to be a novelty in the motor world 
and the last word for speed. The car 
was shipped to Daytona by express. 


The records made by Burman eight 


years ago are as follows: 


Mile—25:88 seconds. 
Kilometer—15:88 seconds. 
Two miles—51:28 seconds. 


The above question, which is one of universal interest to 


the consuming public, is asked by the St. Augustine Evening 


j Record, and the article is one that commends itself to every- 
one, and throws some light on.the much mooted question. The 
article is as follows: 


After struggling- through several years of ever-increasing 


prices, the American people are now paying more for the ne- 
cessities of life than at any period since the Civil war. 
They 


have been tp.ught to economize through the educational cam- 
paign conducted doving the wr.r, but the more they economize 
the higher go the prices and they are no better off financially 
for their sacrifices. 
The war is over and while economy and 


thrift are virtues that should continue commensurate with a 
standard of decent living, there is no'rsason for the enforced 
denial by the people of much, needed food and clothing. 
To 


keep the public from clamoring for a return to normal condi- 
tions a propaganda is being conducted predicting a much 
greater rise in prices during the next three or six months, while 
the public is informed that oj?e or more yeafs must elapse be- 
fore prices will decline. 


Naturally the question is asked by the consumer, why 


should prices continue to. soar when the war is over? It is well 
known that there is abundance of food of every kind in the 
country. 
The farmer is receiving a fair price for his products, 


but nothing like what the consumer pays for the same. Florida 
cattle in the Jacksonville market are quoted as follows: Steers, 
$6 to $12.50 per 100 pounds; bulls, $5.50 to $7; yearlings, 
S5.50 to $6; heifers, 85.75 to $6.75; cows, $5.25 to $6.50. Yet 
in the local markets some cuts command as high as 50 cents 
per pound, while the cheaper cuts vary from 15 to 25 cents. 


Mutton, the Florida product, is local markets commands 


as high as 50 cents per pound for some cuts, while the western 
sheep are selling in Chicago markets for $15 to $16.75 per 
hundred pounds. 
The Florida sheep are bought at much 


lower prices than the western, but the prices are as high as the 
consumer can be forced to pay. 


What is profiteering? 
Is it not an exhorbitant profit? 


Who is profiteering on meat,, the packers, the wholesalers or 
the retailers? The packers in their advertisements claim thaf 
they make less than one cent per pound on meats, their main 
profits coming from what would be waste products if not 
utilized. 


Clothing has increased to about double during the last 


18 months. This is not suprising, as the government com- 
mandeered the stocks of wool and large tailoring establish- 
ments to supply the troops with uniforms. The same is true of 
shoes, but with the latter only the best leather was used and no 
shortage was occasioned, as the rest was available for the civil- 
ian population-. 
We hear that clothing and shoes will con- 


tinue to rise in price during the next several months or year. 
Why should this be? 
The government is making no more uni- 


forms. The enormous supplies of wool held for that purpose 
are being released and the usual supply of wool is still coming 
in. Great quantities of wool in Australia and South America 
that were stored during the war are now available. 
No valid 


reason for advance in prices can be given, neither can any 
excuse be offered for holding the high prices where they are 
now.. 
Profiteers and speculators are amassing fortunes by 


upholding and advancing prices and they will continue to do 
so until the long suffering public turns in desperation. 


Selfishness is a trait of human nature, and history shows 


that in all ages men take advantage of the situations that offer 
to fleece the public. They have had a golden opportunity of 
late and their avarice is so deep-rooted that they can not bear 
to give the public a square deal now that the war is over. 


The press of the nation should wage a relentless war on 


the profiteer, be he producer, speculaetor, manufacturer, 
wholesaler or retailer. A continuance of the present burden- 
some prices will lead inevitably to trouble, as millions of people 
are sorely oppressed, by an oppression that they do not have 
to submit to.

More than $80,000 of somebody's 


good money is lying in a New York 
bank to the credit of the head of a 
gang of wire tappers who have been 
operating throughout Florida, and it 
any of the visitors who have fallen, 
for the same gang can successfully, 
identify their man as C. F. Myers, 
who was nabbed by federal author- 
ities in the raid in St. Augustine last 
Saturday, and can prove their loss, 
they stand a good chance of recover- 
ing if they act at once and attach the 
account before the head of the bunch, 
is able to get to the coin and lay it 
up for bonds so he and the boys can 
skip. 


C. F. Myers, alias Sams, who was. 


the chief of the crowd arrested after 
negotiating with Max Carl, the Cleve- 
land tourist who was to make $200,- 
000 from his twenty, had on his per- 
son two certificates of deposit on a 
New York bank , one for $20,000 and 
another for $63,000, according to post- 
oiflce inspectors who worked on the 
case. 
If this money is attached by 


men who have been swindled and can. 
prove Myers was in on the job before 
he can get the money "out of sight," 
it is said that the amount of the 
losses up to the amount of the cer- 
tificates can be recovered. 
/ 


Six men were landed, according to 


the inspectors, who declare that the 
equipment picked up at the gang's 
headquarters, at the Callen farm "was 
as complete as could be found any- 
where. 
The Topn, who are held un- 


der 120,000 bonds each, in addition 
to Myers, ate: 
H. C. Mays, alias 


Sands, alias Lardeau, under which, 
latler name he had a membership 
card from the New York Y. M. C. A.; 
E. C. Collins, J. Eaton, Edward Phil- 
lips, and George F. Collins. Indica- 
tions are that it is the same gang, 
in paH at least, which has been op- - 
erating in other parts of Florida this 
season and last season. 


Carl met Myers at Chattanooga and 


was led into the trap so' well that 
after exposure he refused to believe 
Myers was one of the gang, thinking 
him a "victim, too, until the stack ot 
Newspaper slips which Myers repre- 
sented to be the $30,000 he was to pat 
up with Carl's $20,000, was exposed to- 
Carl minus the greenbacks on top 
and bottom. 


Carl tvired his partner, named. Van- 


derventer, in Cleveland telling him 
to get him $20,000 immediately and 
that he had to have it. He mailed a 
power of attorney to dispose of a 
block of shares in a wire manufactur- 
ing company and told Mr. Vandervent- 
er to see a close friend, a banker at 
Anderson, 
Ind., 
Mr. Veriuillion, to 


help him raise the $20,000 The two- 
friends got together up north, decid- 
ed that something was crooked and 
grabbed the first traint south, in the 
meantime leaving a wire to be sent 
saying that the draft for $20,000 was 
in the mails. 


They reached 
St. Augustine, ac- 


companied 
by three 
postoffice in- 


spectors and a deputy United States 
marshal, picked up in Jacksonville, 
Friday, after the sextette had spejt 
Thursday night at work putting to- 
gether the various clues and getting 
ready their scheme of action, while 
the tappers were sleeping serenely 
in contemplation of cashing that $20,- 
000 draft the next day. 


Carl went to the postoffice and 


was ushered into the postmaster's, 
office, where he met his two friends. 
Myers, he said, was waiting at the 
bank. The deputy marshal went af- 
ter him and brought him back. The 
couple were to meet Mays on St. 
George street, but instead the mar- 
shal met him and Induced him' to al-
